Report on Attendance at the Federation of State Medical Boards’ Annual Meeting 
 
Ms. MacAfee provided the board members with a summary of the highlights of the Federation of State 
Medical Boards’ Annual meeting. She also advised the board that the Federation has adopted a policy on 
maintenance of licensure.  
 
Physicians’ Health Program – Mr. Collins (2:30 p.m.) 
 
Mr. Collins advised the Board that the Division is looking into using a vendor for all healthcare professionals 
with impairments. This would include physicians and other licensees who fall under the Board of Medical 
Practice. He advised that a letter will be mailed to the Physicians’ Health Committee to advise them of the 
Divisions’ pending initiatives.  A request for proposals will be advertised asking for vendor bids.  Mr. Collins 
also provided the board with an overview of the recommendations that were prepared by Dean Ammons in 
response to the Bradley investigation.
